I  have  the  honour  tO'  report  on  the  health  of  the  Tod- 
morden  Rural  District  for  the  year  1921. 

The  District  is  mainly  composed  of  hilly  country,  the 
lowest  part  lying-  about  350  feet  above  sea.  level,  and  the 
highest  1,559  feet.  The  River  Calder,  the  Rochdale  Canal, 
the  L.  &  N.-W.  railway,  and  the  Halifax  and  Todmoirden 
main  road  lie  close  together  along  the  valley  at  the  lowest 
part  of  thei  District. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  20,501  acres,  and  the  popu¬ 
lation  for  the  year  1921  w^as  4,587.  Some  of  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  belong  to  the  farming  class,  but  the  majority  of  them 
are  employed  as  operatives  in  the  various  cotton  mills  in 
the  District  and  in  the  adjoining  Urban  Districts,  in  the 
wholesale  clothing  works  and  the  weaving  sheds.  There 
are  1,557  houses  in  the  District,  of  which  30  are  uninhabited. 
'Fhe  estimated  average  number  of  occupants  per  house  for 
the  year  1921  is  3’0.  The  rateable  value  is  ;^33,049,  and 
the  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  ;£^128  17s.  8d.  The 
amount  of  Poor  Law  out-relief  for  the  year  1921  was 
^:i95  9s.  Id.

4'bere  were  three  Deaths  during'  the  year  from  I'uber- 
culosi.s,  and  ome  of  thesel  Deaths  was  of  a  non-notified  case. 
Patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  in  the  District  receive 
treatment  at  the  4'uberculosis  Dispensaries  held  twice 
weekly  at  Todmoirden  and  Sowerby  Bridge,  and  receive 
medicines,  advice,  &:c.,  free  of  charge.  Until  admission  to 
a  Santorium  they  are  under  the  care  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  Officer.  Domicilliary  visiting  is  carried  out  by 
a  Health  Visitor.  Disinfection  takes  place  on  removal  of 
patient  to  a  Sanatorium  or  after  a  death. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

4'here  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  in  the  Rural  District  during  March  and  April,  1921, 
necessitating  a  closure  of  two  of  the  Rural  Council  Schools. 


N  U RS I N G  A RR A N G E M  E N 4'S . 

Professiona.l  nursing  in  the  home,  both  of  generaf  and 
infectious  cases,  is  done  bv  two  nurses  attached  tO'  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Nursing  Institution,  Hebden  Bridge.  4'here  is  no 
charge  made  for  their  services,  but  voluntary  contributions 
are  often  received.  One  of  these  nurses  is  trained  in  Mid- 
w  iferv,  and  conducts  cases  at  a  small  fixed  charge.  1  here 


IS  also  one  Certified  Midwife  in  the  District.  The  supply  of 
Midwives  in  the  District  is  altogether  inadequate  to  the 
size  of  the  District. 


MATERNrrY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

There  is  no  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  the 
Rural  District,  but  mothers  and  children  of  the  District 
attend  the  Clinic  at  Hebden  Bridge  Centre,  where  they  re¬ 
ceive  advice  and  treatment  free,  and  patent  foods  at  cost 
price.  A  Health  Visitor  appointed  by  the  County  Counoil 
visits  all  houses  where  a  birth  has  taken  place,  gives  advice 
where  required,  and  generally  keeps  the  child  under  ob¬ 
servation  for  the  first  twelve  months  of  his  or  her  life.
